Common rooted fruit trees may look the same 
as Northern rooted trees—may even start all 
right. But when the first hard winter comes 
along, with little or no snow -for protection, 
common rooted trees are quite sure to be in-

An apple tree is no hardier than the root it is 
grafted on. Hardy root stocks are as vital to 
your orchard as a good foundation is to your 
home. 

Actual tests show that common, tender root 
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Left—17-year-old McIntosh grafted on common root 
stock. Root could not endure Minnesota conditions 
—it died completely, leaving tree to exist on small 
scion roots which sprouted above the graft. Result: 
weak growth—poor crops. 


NURSERY STOCK 


stocks are the greatest cause of failure in the 
orchard. Commercial growers know how im- 
portant root stocks are to the life of their trees. 

In tests, 50 common rooted, and 50 Northern 
rooted trees of same size were planted under 
identical conditions.

You've read in farm magazines about the 
wonderful results obtained from this outstand- 
ing new pasture and hay crop. Ladino Clover 
is a giant form of White Clover that grows 
faster, and spreads by producing fleshy, creep- 
ing stems. Short tap roots develop beneath 
the crowns, and numerous fibrous roots grow 
at the joints of the creeping stems.

DO NOT SOW SUDAN GRASS BEFORE 
CORN PLANTING TIME. Like corn, it is a warm 
weather crop, 


For hay, sow at the rate of 20 to 30 Ibs. per 
acre, using a grain drill, and cover from one to 
one and one-half inches deep. Heavy seeding 
makes finer quality hay. 


The hay crop is harvested with a regular 
mower, when the Sudan Grass is fully headed 
out. It can be cut in the morning, and if the 
sun is bright, it should be raked up in the after- 
noon of the next day. After bunching, it is placed 
in cocks, just the same as alfalfa. After it has 
been thoroughly cured, it is removed from the 
cocks to the barn, or stacked. Because of the 
large amount of juice in the stems of Sudan 
Grass, the leaves cure first and the hay often 
appears ready to stack, when it is not. Therefore, 
the only sure way to avoid heating, is to allow 
Sudan Grass to remain in cocks long enough for 
the stems to become dry. The leaves are re- 
tained well, and if cut at the right stage will 
make a bright, leafy, sweet hay, of the very 
best quality.

How To Grow Good Crops 
of SOY BEANS 


Soy Beans require about the same treatment as 
corn, and will grow on almost any kind of soil, 
shallow peat or sandy loam, and even ground 
containing too much alkali for corn. Do not plant 
too early, about corn planting time is right. In- 
noculate seed with Nitragin, plant as follows: 


1. In ordinary 6 in. rows with a grain drill, 
using 90 to 120 lbs. of beans per acre. 


2. In 12 in. tows, using .a, grain drill ‘and 
plugging up every other drill, using 80 to 
90 lbs. per acre. 


8. In 21 in. rows, using a corn planter with a 
bean attachment, the planter being set at the 
regular distance of 42 in. and the rows 
straddled.

Some hybrids, now available, will tolerate corn borer; that is 
they'll suffer less damage from borer attacks than others, and 
they'll produce a crop in spite of borer attacks. This charac- 
teristic is sometimes referred to as ‘‘corn borer resistance”, 
whereas ‘'tolerance’’ would be a more accurate term. Strong 
borer tolerance in a particular hybrid is generally due to 
superior stalk and shank qualities of the inbred lines.
